Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-10, 12-32, 38-42, and 44-47, were previously indicated as allowable for 
the reasons presented in the final office action mailed on 12/23/10. Previously rejected 
claims 33-36 and 43 have been cancelled. 

Independent claims 1, 38, and 41 , all contain the recitation "wherein, elements of 
the camouflage pattern and background areas between elements of the discontinuous 
pattern are approximately a same size, or the elements of the camouflage pattern are of 
a similar size to the elements of the discontinuous pattern." As stated in the previous 
actions, Howland '614 and Hoppe '899 substantially disclose the invention, except for 
the above recitation. 

Howland and Hoppe disclose or teach all of the other subject matter, namely a 
first and second area of color on the same side of a substrate, the first area surrounding 
the second area, and a camouflage layer provided over the image such that the image 
is substantially invisible when viewed under reflected light but visible when viewed in 
transmission. Howland further teaches that the camouflage layer may comprise a 
discontinuous layer "a pattern". Neither Howland nor Hoppe explicitly disclose one of 
the first or second areas comprising a discontinuous pattern, however using halftones 
as a printing technology is well known in the art, and areas of lighter color e.g. pink 
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would have utilized halftone (circular patterns) would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art, as they are inherent in some known printing technologies. 

The recitation above discloses a relationship between elements of the 
camouflage pattern (only broadly taught by Howland) and elements of the discontinuous 
pattern of the first or second area (taught by common halftone printing techniques). 
There is no teaching in any of the references of proving the elements of the 
discontinuous pattern and the camouflage pattern as "approximately the same size". 
Each teaching of elements of the discontinuous pattern and camouflage pattern are 
broadly recited, and because the teachings are provided from different cited prior art 
there is no teaching of any comparison between the sizes in the elements.
